a) a pre-swollen absorbent gelling material having a water content of less than 
5%, said absorbent gelling material being water-insoluble, water-swellable, and capable 
of forming a gel when said absorbent gelling material is contacted by moisture; 

b) an activated zeolite; 

c) a component selected from the group consisting of silica, microcrystalline 
cellulose, cellulose, or a derivative thereof. — 

In line 2 of claim 6, delete "onto" and insert -on — therefor 
In line 2 of claim 7, delete "and" and insert -or — therefor 
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In line 1 of claim 9, delete "comprising said pre-swollen absorbent gelling 
material" 

In line 2 of claim 10, delete "comprising said pre-swollen absorbent gelling 
material" 

Delete claim 13 and insert new claim 13 as follows: 
-13. A kit for treating a fabric comprising: 

1. a composition comprising; 

a) a pre-swollen absorbent gelling material having a water content of less than 
5%, said absorbent gelling material being water-insoluble, water-swellable, and capable 
of forming a gel when said absorbent gelling material is contacted by moisture; 

b) an activated zeolite; 

c) a component selected from the group consisting of silica, microcrystalline 
cellulose, cellulose, or a derivative thereof. — 

2. a fabric cleaning composition or water. — 

Delete claim 14 and insert new claim 14 as follows: 
-14. A kit for treating a fabric comprising: 
1 . a composition comprising; 

a) a pre-swollen absorbent gelling material having a water content of less than 
5%, said absorbent gelling material being water-insoluble, water-swellable, and capable 
of forming a gel when said absorbent gelling material is contacted by moisture; 
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b) an activated zeolite; 

c) a component selected from the group consisting of silica, microcrystalline 
cellulose, cellulose, or a derivative thereof. — 

2. a set of instructions to use said composition in a process according to claim
